It has been proved over and over again, 


by chemical plant and soil analysis, by sys- 
tematic water culture, by pot culture, and 
by actual experiment that the subs!n«»«> by 
tbo addition of which tho fertility of the 
toil is restored and maintained are pot- 
ash, phosphoric acid and nitrogen, and oc- 
casionally lime and inngnesia, iu varying 
quantities according to the previous condi- 
tion of the soil, the kind of plant to be 
raised, and the poriod of its growth. 


As to which is tho best fertilizer, that

If potash is wanting, wood 


ashes are the best thing, so far as they go. 
German potash salts are the nest best 
thing.—fProf.
